Salina, KS — USDA Rural Development State Director Chuck Banks, presenting the keynote
address to the annual Rural Rental Housing Association of Kansas (RRHAK) Conference in
Salina, confirmed the commitment of the Agency to educate the public and to help provide
affordable housing to Kansas rural citizens.

At the RRHAK Conference, State Director Banks commented, “Individuals and families with low
to moderate incomes often encounter difficulties securing safe and affordable housing in rural

areas. USDA Rural Development has a long history of providing funding assistance to improve
affordable housing opportunities, and the Agency will continue to provide funding and technical
assistance support to achieve this important goal through the Multi-Family Housing Programs.”

USDA Rural Development provides funding for 377 Multi-Family Housing Program complexes
in 97 Kansas counties and administers over $80 million annually through the Agency’s Multi-
Family and Single-Family housing programs.

Banks further stated to the Conference attendees, “I encourage income disadvantaged
individuals and families to explore all housing opportunities offered by USDA Rural
Development, including becoming individual homeowners, to assist in improving their living
lifestyle. | also encourage the existing partnerships between USDA Rural Development,
private lenders, and public agencies, to reach as many individuals and families as possible to
help them realize a housing solution to meet or improve their essential living needs.”

USDA Rural Development announced during the conference that four "Site Manager of the
Year" winners have been submitted for National competition.
